Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Yamada (US RE37725), Satou et al (US 6380884), and Nakanishi et al (US 
2002/0190895) do not teach nor make obvious (claim 1 and 2) a direction 
integrating unit for, when a plurality of primary directions calculated by the 
direction calculating unit is present, calculating an integrated direction, being the 
true target direction, from an area in which the density in a distribution of the 
plurality of primary directions is a predetermined value or greater, the integrated 
direction calculation being based on the primary directions belonging to the area.
